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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The amendment filed November 4, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 32 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

In paragraph [003], "dissolved nutrients or metals" is broader in scope than "fertilizer" 
since fertilizer may contained "dissolved nutrients or metals" but a substance containing 
"dissolved nutrients or metals" is not necessarily a fertilizer. 

In paragraph [038], the original specification and drawings do not show a weir that is 
substantially equal in height to the baffle port. The weir disclosed and illustrated clearly 
exceeds the height of the baffle port. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
